Tb» 
mechanism of the modern motor ear 
has reached nn approximate degree 
of perfection, leaving the manufac- 
turers free to devote more time to in- 
creasing the attractiveness of the 
vehicle. The present day Amerlcnn 
ear ns It leaves the factory is really 
a thing of beauty with the highly 
polished surfaces and shiny metal. 
Naturally this has induced the owner 
to take more pride In keeping up the 
appearance of the gasoline steed. The 
result Is that donning methods and 
equipment have greatly advanced over 
those of n few years tin ok. 

Easy to Keep Clean. 

The present day owner using mod- 
ern methods may keep his cite looking 
new nil the time, nor will he hnve to 
spend more than a few moments a day 
to accomplish this end. For Instance, 
there are now on the market a num- 
ber of liquid and wax polishes willed 
will give admirable results If they are 
used ns directed. 

In the use of wax polishes the first 
step Is to clenn the body of the ear 
thoroughly. The polish Is npplled to 
the surface with n piece of cheese 
cloth and then another clean cloth is 
used to distribute the wax evenly all 
over the surface. Car owners com- 
monly make the mistake of thinking 
that the more wax applied the better. 
As a matter of fact a very thin film Is 
all that Is needed. 

Washing the car Is not the casual 
Job some owners seem to Imagine. To 
begin with, the car should be washed 
Immediately after It has been dirty. If 
mud Is allowed to remain on the var- 
nished surface more than a day It Is 
difficult to eradicate It. For the wash- 
ing plain water should he used, neither 
too hot nor to cold, about 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit being the proper tempera- 
ture. A large sponge soaked In clear 
water and then sooped against the sur- 
face so that the water trickles down 
Is best. Never turn a stream of water! 
at high pressure on the body. 

Uh Chamois for Drying. 

In drying the body a clean chamola 
skin should be used, rubbing being done 
In straight lines. If spots of tar or 
road oil are found on the body It Is 
best to treat them with salt butter or 
kerosene. The butter softens the de- 
posit so that It may he wiped of easily. 
Kerosene should be applied locally and 
wiped off within a minute. 

To keep pace with the Improved ap- 
pearance of the body It Is necessary 
to give some attention to the top and 
the upholstery. A weekly brushing of 
the top, inside am] out, will aid ma- 
terially In Its life. Fabric tops should 
never be cleaned with gusollne. kero- 
sene, or other oils, as they tend to de- 
stroy the rubber In the top. Castile 
soap and water applied with a stiff 
brush la the best cleauslng medium for 
the top.

"It is not necessary to be everlast- 
ingly at It. But It Is necessary to see 
that nil parts are greased regularly. 
If you have a driver see that he takes 
cure of the car properly, that he goes 
over It carefully all the time and 
greases and oils it when he should. 
If you drive and care for your own 
car, you must grease It and oil It reg- 
ularly. Take the oiling chart and 
' make It a rule to do your work at 
stated Intervals.

Has a New Owner 


Suddenly it lias been discovered 
that tlio Weymouth Gazette and 
I raneciipl is published on the most 
valuable site in town, at least ( besti r 
H. •Rogers thinks so, fm- he has 
purchased the properly from Mrs. 
Klla C. Riehauls. The properly 
includes the Gazette office building 
and the “Old Arnold Tavern" said to 
have been built in 1731, and about 
11, 500 square feet of land, the front- 
age being about 125 feet. 

The old Arnold Tavern is probably 
the oldest house in Weymouth, and 
was the meeting place in 1775 of the 
Committee_on Public Safety. At time 8 
members of the Weymouth Historical 
Society have expressed a desire to 
own the house and furnish it with 
antiques, aud make it one of the show 
places of the town. But it is said Mr. 
Rogers contemplates improving the 
property, iu which case the old house 
will be razed, ’and another building 
erected, possibly a block of stoics 
with a movie bouse on the lot iu the 
rear. 


The Guzette building will have a 
new front, and otherwise improved, 
but will continue to house the Gazette 
and Transcript. 

The sale price is said to have 
been about $J,000.

These were the 
last words In a speech made by 
Robert Emmet, one of Ireland’s many, 
noble, self-sacrificing martyrs, who 
died that their native country might 
live. But their is no death for mat 
band of heroes who, each In his turn, 
tcok up the gauge of battle through 
Eeven centuries, that each in his 
turn laid down — with his life. 

And today what do we see! That 
Emmet’s long-delayed epitapli can now 
be written. For the enemy that once 
ruled by the right of might— and 
intrigue — has agreed to depart in 
shame and humiliation from ner 
shores forever. And it was not the 
British sense of justice and fair play 
that accomplished this. It was the 
strong right arm of the Irish Repub- 
lican Army, and her able leaders and 
statesmen; the undying courage and 
determination to persevere, born of 
an ideal — love of country! 

What an Inspiration this Is to 
Americans. Not that Americans need 
inspiration, but that It teaches us that 
we Khould appreciate our liberty more, 
for the common good of our great 
beloved America. D. J. T.

EARLY HISTORY OF WEYMOUTH 

By Rev. William Hyde 
No. 14 — The Wesiaguaset Plantation 

We have now come to a time when 
Robert Gorges and Thomas Weston 
are no longer in Wessagusset, and the 
settlers have to look after themselves 
r.nd make their own government. It 
is said that Gorges left the people 
under the direction of Rev. William 
Morrell, and ho seems to have acted 
for a time at least. 

The settlement was not large, as 
so many had gone to Virginia and 
■others to Maine, and to England, but 
| it was not the small and unimportant 
I settlement that some writers make it 
out to he. The settlers had now set : 
themselves out to building and plant- 
ing and the beginning of a town had 
I been started. It was only a little vil- 
lage, but it had growth in it and In 
the course of time it was bound to 
ncrease, 

I 

Somo of tlie leading families of 
Weymouth can lie traced bark to this , 
:J time and therefore the dates 1622.1 
1 G23 and 1624 are important dates in 
Itbe History of Weymouth. The 
! people in Wessngusset were the re- j 
mains of the Weston and the Gorges 
I companies and all that was necessary 
now, was the natural growth, as there 
were families among them and new 
emigrants began to come in. 

Prince, in his Chronicles, states that 
jin 1624 there came a small company 
to Wessagusset from Weymouth in 
England and that they had with them 
| a non-conformist minister named 
Barnard. There may have come sue a 
i a company, but there are serious 
ij doubts about the Rev. Mr. Barnard 
j which we will deal with later. The 
] only authority for this addition is the 
statement of Prince and he gives as 
jins authority, letters from old resi- 
dents in Weymouth. 

I None of these letters exist today 
! or any copies of them, hence some 
writers, like Charles Francis Adams, 
i doubt the whole thing, hut Gilbert 
Nash in his “First Twenty Years of 
Weymouth History" argues very 
strongly for the truth of this state- 
ment. 

Rev. Thomas Prince knew some of 
the children of the earliest settlers in 
Weymouth and he could easily have 
received a letter giving the facts, and 
he knew so many of them that it is 1 
not likely he would have made such 
a statement unless it was true. 

Prince himself expresses some 
doubt of the Rev. Mr. t'arnard, as 
could ilnd no trace of him in any 
way. There are other things not 
mentoned by Mr. Nash, which help in 
the matter. 

Christopher Lovett, for Instance, 
states in his narrative that in 1624 
there were several vessels from Wey- 
mouth, England, at the Ashing stations 
in Maine. These Ashing vessels some- 
times carfied passengers and it is not 
at all unlikelly that some may have 
come over in one of those vessels. 

Then Governor Bradford in his 
‘ History of Plymouth" tells of the 
"Charity” coming in 1624 with aid 
to Plymouth. She was sent out by 
the Councii for New England and 
some of the Adventurers. She brought 
food and cattle, utensils, machines and 
other aid to Plymouth. When the 
“Charity” left Plymouth, she went, 
Bradford states, to Capo Ann. Ed- 
ward Winslow and Robert Cushman 
were on board coming front England 
and there was also some news from 
Weston. As she was sent out by the 
Council for New England and some of 
the Adventurers bad an interest in 
her. it is most unlikely that they 
would sail for Cape Ann without 
stopping at Wessagusset and the 
company front Weymouth, England. 

I may have come in the “Charity." 

This vessel, as already stated, was 
cue of those that brought the Weston 
people to WesaguBset and thus we 
have another reason why site would 
call at Weymouth. 

Site seems to have been made use 
of for merchant service for tin* govern 
nent in England formed a meridian* 
fleet ami we find in 1625 that the 
“Charity" was one of that fleet and 
in March, 1627. John Pennington. K-'l . 
was appointed admiral of the mer- 
chant sh “Charity" and eight other 
(See Historical Manuscripts Commis- 
sion in manuscripts of the Earl of 
Ccwper, 1 : 300. 

As to Mr. Barnard he will he con- 
js’dered in the “Religious History of 
Wessagusset." 

There seems to he a disposition 
among the early writer of Massachu- 
setts Bay to belittle the Weston ami 
Gorges settlements at Wessagusset. 
and write of them as being small and 
of no importance and as having ceased 
lo exist. It seems to me that enough 
of facts have now been given in thess 
p tn-les to disprove all such state- 
ments. an l we can look upon both 


settlements #s being the foundation 
of the Town of Weymouth.

shoe business; also 76 carpenters, 146 
farmers. 80 laborers anil 126 engaged 
in the iron business. 

I The number of persons over 80 
1 -ears of age was 24. of whom five were 
males and 19 females. The oldest 
person in town was 94 years of age, 
a female. 

The gain in population during the 
preceding ten years was 1739.

would Christmas be with- 
,,llt the melody of the hells 
. ringing pood will toward men? 

Bull ringing Is one of the oldest of 
Christinas customs. At one time, la 
England, the ringers gave their serv- 
ices free, nor would they accept any 
specinl payment. The peal was rung 
as a matter of course, and was the 
natural expression of English joyous- 
ness. The merry music of the hells in 
Great Britain and wherever churches 
huve peals of bells, is today as much 
a feature of Christmas us the decora- 
tion of church and home with ever- 
greens, or the provision of the gootl 
cheer which ulways marks this festive 
season. 

Whnt nn outcry there would he if 
an edict were Issued forbidding the 
ringing of the bells during the coming 
festive season ! Yet this was actually 
done during t lie Commonwealth, for 
in 1652 the wise men of parliament 
gave orders that "no observation shall 
he hud of the flve-and-twentleih day 
of December, commonly culled Christ- 
mas ilny.” 

It is quite certain that this edict 
wub disregarded in many places, while 
lu ot tiers It led to open rioting. At 
Canterbury the mayor of the city tried 
to enforce the new rule, hut the people 
were not going to be deprived of their 
pleasures so easily, so they took the 
law into their own hunds, broke the 
mayor's windows — ami some of Ills 
hones ns well— and uttirmed their In- 
tention of keeping their Christmas in 
their own fashion, Just us their fathers 
hud done before them. 

A Good Modeling Material.

Going about knocking down other 
king’s cities when they failed to “kias 
his feet,” was one of the playful habits 
of Sennacherib, ruler of Egypt some 
two tl*>usand years ago, according to 
cuneiform tablets Juct placed on ex- 
hibition at the University of Chicago. 
Sennacherib kept * "diary" of his 
“playful habits." The big store slnbs 
were brought to the United States, 
with other records of ancient Egypt, 
by I'rof. James H. Breasted. "In uiy 
third campaign I inarched against the 
land of Hutu (Palestine)," said Sen- 
nacherib in his “diary.” “The kinga 
of the west Innd brought rich gif's be- 
fore me for the fourth time and kissed 
tuy feet." "Hezeklnh, the Judean, who 
had not submitted to my yoke, I be- 
sieged and took 4(1 of his strong-walled 
cities, together with countless small 
cities, by Hssuult of battering rams 
and siege engines, attack by foot sol- 
diers and by mines and breaches. I 
captured some two huudred thousand 
people, some small and great, men and 
women, oxen and Innumerable sheep." 
"Hezekiah himself I shut up In Je- 
rusalem like a caged bird." Other 
tablets showed thut Sennacherib had 
a Cheops "Jazz band,” a dromedary 
"toddle" and desert “home brew."

FESTIVITIES OF OLD TIMES 

Lord of Misrule Was Important Func- 
tionary at Yuletide Celebrations 
of the Long Ago. 

• 

I IK Lord of Misrule was an lmpor- 
Lrjy taut functionary ut the Christmas 
festivities of those long-ago 
times. An account of tills Important 
personage has been preserved by the 
historian and antiquary, John Stow, 
who lived during the reign of Queen 
KlizalHdh und during the first year of 
the reign of King Charles I, and was, 
therefore, a contemporary of Shake- 
speare. 

"In the feast of Christmas,” writes 
Stow, "there was in Hit* king's house, 
wherever lie lodged, n Lord of Misrule 
or Master of Merry Deports, und the 
like lmd ye In the house of every no- 
bleman of honor or good worship, 
were lie spiritual or temporal. The 
mayor of London, and either of the 
sheriffs, liml their several Lords of 
Misrule." 

At Cambridge university the Lord of 
Misrule wus a muster of art, elected 
to superintend the representation 
of Latin plays by the students, besides 
taking charge of their games und di- 
versions during the Christmas season, 
A similar Muster of Revels wus chosen 
tit Oxford. 

in the Inns of Courts In London, 
where the barristers had tlielr ofllees 
and belongings, u Lord of Misrule 
reigned with great splendor, “being 
surrounded with all the parade und 
ceremony of royulty, his guard of hon- 
or, and even his two chuplins who 
preached before him in the Temple 
church.*' 

On the Twelfth day he nhdleated his 
sovereignty, und we are informed that 
in tlie year 1(535, this niock-representu- 
live of royalty expended in the exer- 
cise of his office about two thousand 
pounds from his own purse, and tit 
tiie conclusion of h>s reign wus 
knighted by King Charles 1 ut White- 
hull.

To the Boys ar.d Girls of 
The United Stales: 

Christmas is almost here. 

Your great Post Office Department 
has a big Job abend and needs your 
help. 

Think what it means to t< Santa 
Claus to our 100,000,000 people and 
to deliver Christinas parcels to every 
family in this* great country within 
the short space of a few days and' 
w ithout disappointment. 

It can be done and we’re goitffe to I 
do it if we may have your help. 1 j 
want to enlist the active assistance [ 
of every boy and girl in the schools 
of our country in getting parcels 
lnailed THIS WEEK to relieve the 
rush that comes directly before 
Christmas. 

Will you go home today and take 
this message to your parents and 
friends: 

"Our postmaster lias asked us to 
mail our Christmas parcels THIS 
WEEK, for, unless we do. Uncle Sam’s 
load may 1>< so heavy the last few 
days before Christina.; that lie won’t 
he able to deliver all the presents by 
Christmas Eve." 

j The parcels must he well wrapped 
and tied and addressed plainly in 
| order that they may arrive in good 
condition with their Olivistmasv an- 1 
pcarance unspoiled. You can put on 
your packages: “Do not open until i 
Christinas.” 

Ami, there must lie a number on | 
your house and a mail receptacle, ton, 
for if there isn't, Santa Claus' mes 
senger, your letter carrier, may noi 
be able to ti nil the house where the 
present belongs. 

There are some other thing--, too, 
in which you can all assist in improv- 
ing the mail service and in saving our 
great Government millions of dollars 
a year that is now wasted becaue 
ot our carelessness — yours and mine, 
j Every day that you drop a letter in 
the mail box, 40,000,00(1 other letters 
are already pushing and jamming 
through the postal machinery. One 
letter a day for each family of five 
persons in the United States is given 
to Uncle Sam to deliver. 

When you send a parcel to the post- 
office for mailing any day there are 
about 8,000,000 other parcels ahead of 
yours passing through the postal 
hopper. This is in ordinary days; at 
Christmas time it is multiplied many 
times. 

! One family In about every ten puts 
a badly addressed letter in the mail 
every day. This mixes up over 
2,000,000 half-addressed letters with 
the 20,000,000 fully addressed letters. 

I That means that the fully addressed 
letters must wait on the slow moving, 
poorly addressed letters just like the 
larger boys and girls are delayed by 
a bunch of "bad kids” tagging along, 
i You boys and girls can help the 
Postal Service and save your father 
j some money, because lie has to help 
pay the cost of searching addresses 
on letters and parcels sent out by 
this one careless and thoughtless 
family in every ten. 

| First find out if your family is the 
careless one, then hoar in mind that 
your letter.? must be handled by 
skilled mail distributors standing in 
postofflees and on swaying postal 
cars of a mile-a minute mail trains, 
often under poor light. 

The address on every letter, card, 
or package must be correct, complete 
and legible, Including the house num- 
ber and name of street, and the 
I "From” address should be in the 
upper left-hand corner so that the 
mail will be returned to you in case 
it is not delivered. Do not abbreviate 
names of States, because so many 
look alike when abbreviated. 

| Put the proper amount or postage 
'on your letters and wrap the parcels 
carefully. Avoid fancy writing, which 
causes postofflee clerks and letter 
'carriers to stop and study, and thus 
lose time. Make the address plain 
and easily read and always uac pen 
and ink or typewriter and light 
(colored envelopes, bo as to #ve the 
eyes of the postofflee clerks. Do not 
use envelopes of unusual size. The 
little one* that are bo frequently used 
for cards and notes at Christmas and 
other holiday times cause an untolc 
amount of trouble and labor, as they 
will not lit our canceling machines 
and must therefore be canceled by 
hand. Because of their size and 
tendency to slip out of a package, 
these small envelopes are more likely 
to be overlooked or lost. 

Mall your letters and packages 
early in the day. because this avegds 
overloading and delaying mail at t lie 
end of the day. 

Your local postmaster and your 
teachers will tell you more about the 
Postal Service.

.Monday at the opening hearing on 
apportioning (he cost of the Monati- 
quot bridge on Quincy avenue. Brain 
tice, which was advertised to be held 
at the Court Ilostte, Quincy, as Com 
mlasioner Mayberry was unable to be 
pesent. 

Although Norfolk. Plymouth, Suffolk 
end Middlesex counties and many ot 
the cities and towns In those counties 
were represented, it was decided not 
to proceed until nil the three commis- 
sioners could lte present.

! when the cost is divided. He feels 
that too great a burden will he placed

! assented to by the representatives o. 
Norfolk county and the other Norfolk 
county towns. Of course it is to he 
expected that the other places will 
oppose being considered when it cornea 
to paying the bills and the Commis- 
sioners will deqide the range of assess- 
ment for the bridge costs.

Boston Founded 


By Weymouth Settlers 


"EARLY HISTORY OF WEYMOUTH 

By Rev. Wiliam Hyde 
No. 16— Weymouth and Boston 

In the calendar of Colonial State 
Papers, 1574 — 1660, there Is the fol- 
lowing Item, Nov. 19, 1622: 

"Letter to he written to Mr. Thomas 
Weston to deliver to Leonard Ped- 
dock to take over with him a boy, 
a native of New England, Papa 
Whtnett, belonging to Abbadakest. 
| Sachem of Massachusetts." 

Thts was one of the Indian boys 
I who had been kidnapped by Smith or 
Weymouth. Thus then, we have 
Braintree (Quincy), Squantum, Nepon- 
set, Boston, Charlestown, Chelsea, the 
Neponset, the Charles and the Mystic 
rivers first settled by people from 
Weymouth, and it could he snlu 
that Boston was founded from Wey- 
mouth. 

| Major Elias Hunt of Weymouth was 
the first singer who received a salary 
'tor singing In a Boston church, 
j Joshua Bates, a native # of Weymouth 
was a founder of the Boston Public 
l.'brary. 

Elizabeth Smith, daughter of Rev. 
William Smith of Weymouth and 
her husband, Rev. John Shaw, were 
{among ttie founders of the Boston 
^ Atheneum Library. Elizabeth Smith 
Shaw was the sister of Abigail Smith 
Adams, the mother of President John 
i Quincy Adams. 

General Solomon Lovell of Wey- 
mouth, during the Revolution, was 
commander of the Milithry Division of 
which Boston was the center. 

Besides, Weymouth has given bank- 
ers, lawyers, clergymen, business men, 

| doctors, teachers ami other noted 
persons to Boston, and can it not 
i then he said that Weymouth was the 
Alma Mater of Boston. 

| The settlement of Weymouth, tiien. 
was largely the work of Thomas 
Weston and Sir Ferdinando Gorges; 
indeed for many years the name of 
Sir Ferdinando Gorges was a terror 
| to the Plymouth .people, for if he 
should succeed in his aims and defeat 
j his enemies, thus gaining the means 
j to carry out his views of a great 
j colony at Boston Bay, it would mean 
Ian entire change in the religion and 
government of'TJew England. 

Sir Ferdinando Gorges’ son John 
succeeded Captain Robert Gorges In 
the grant which he had in Massachu- 


setts and other relatives, such a> | 
nephews also mme into relation with 
the Gorges Charter, but the struggle 
In connection with it was mainly in 
England, and when It did come to 
New England. It was transferred to 
the colonies in Maine. 

Although Sir Ferdinando Gorges 
came near losing his chnrter several 
tunes, yet he never lost It, and in 
various ways it was bequeathed or 
given to other members of the Gorges 
family. 

Sir Ferdinando Gorges divided the 
grant into two provinces, the Province 
of Maine and the Province of Massa- 
chusetts. Over the Province of Maine 
he set his cousin Thomas Gorges as 
Deputy Governor and Thomas in his 
turn set his son Henry Gorges, Esq., 
over that Province, and he in his turn 
gave it to his brother, Ferdinando by 
power of attorney. 

The gimt to Henry Gorges was 
given in 1(138, and in 1685 in the Island 
of Barbadoes the power of attorney 
was drawn up, and the Interesting 
tiling ubout it was that it was wit- 
nessed to by Ferdinando Gorges, John 
King Jr., Charles Glover and Thomas i 
Datton, the last three of whom were 1 
Weymouth men, and the deed was 
made oath to in Boston by Charles 
Glover, Sept. 7, 1GS5. 

In this power of attorney, the 
Ogutiquot river in Maine is mentioned. 
See the files of the Supreme Court of 
Suffolk County, Yol. 2S, paper 2342). 
In all this work about the Charter 
there was danger to Plymouth, hut 
in the end the danger passed' away. 

The work of Gorges in New 
England cannot be thrown aside as .of 
r.Q account, as some would like to do. 
Nor can the work of Thomas Weston 
be forgotten. There are those who 
write as though his work was of but 
little account, but no lhatter what 
they may say against him, his work 
remains; he was an instrument of fate 
in the development of a new contin- 
ent. He had a part in the great work 
and the part was essential to the 
work. Ills- part is forever lixed on 
the page of history, and at one time, 
n’ot only the fate of Plymouth, but 
the settlement of the eastern coast 
of Massachusetts depended upon 
Thomas Weston.

FIRST YULETIDE DINNER SERVED 
IN THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Haunch of Veniaon Graced the Table 
Preaided Over by the Wife of 
John Adame. 

<^|WHE first dluner at Christmas 
l yjv given in the White House was 
that which took place hi the year 
1900. when John Adams was Presi- 
dent and thrifty Abigail, his wife, sat 
nt the head of the table as hostess. It 
was not a comfortable meal, although 
a splendid haunch of venison, the 
gift of Mrs. Washington, graced the 
hoard, and the country people of what 
Mrs. Adams called “the City In the 
Wilderness" hnd generously contrib- 
uted gifts of all sorts to make tlie 
feast as toothsome as one could well 
wish. 

The reception after dinner took place 
In the oval room, which Is now the 
library, and was at that time barely 
habitable, though furnished, as Mrs. 
Adams wrote, In "warm crimson." The 
view from the windows on that first 
Christmas day would have disclosed 
what John Cotton Smith describes us 
“a deep morass, covered with alder 
bushes." The sidewalks were laid 
with chips from the stones with which 
the capitol was built. A wooden 
bridge spanned Black Tiber Creek, and 
low houses, also built of wood were 
the residences of the congressmen. 

The only brick dwellings were those l 
that stood In Pennsylvania avenue, be- | 
tween Twenty-first uud Twenty-second i 
streets, six In number and built with 
money derived from the sale of lottery 
tickets. These were the surroundings 
of the first Christmas day of the Chief 
Executive of the young nation “whose 
policy In government lias been more 
Chrlst-Uke than any other nation on 
the face of the eurth which keeps the 
holiday."

THE CRADLE-ROCKING 

FORM OF WORSHIP AT CHRIST. 
MAS IN GERMANY. 


Resulted In the Church Later Gaining 
Much Stronger Hold on the 
People. 

HROUGHOUT Germany, nnd also 
I lly Italy und France there has been 
for some time a widespread use 
of the "crib," It Is now universally 
diffused in the ltonian church. Cribs 
are the delight of children who through 
the season of Christinas and Epiph- 
any wander Into the churches ut 
all times of the day to gaze wide eyed 
on the lifelike scene and offer a 
prayer to their “Little Brother," as 
they call the Christ child. The use 
of the “crib," however, is hy no means 
confined to churches. It is common 
lu many homes both Catholic und 
Protestant. 

There grew up In Germany, about 
the Fourteenth century, the ex- 
tremely popular Christinas custom of 
cradle-rocking, a response to the peo- 
ple's need of a lifelike and homely 
presentation of Christianity. The crib 
became u cradle that could he rocked 
and the worshipers were thus able to 
express in physical action their devo- 
tion to the new-born bube. The cradle- 
rock lug seems to huve been dune at 
first by the priests, who Impersonated 
the Virgin und St. Joseph and sung a 
duet. The people und the choir took 
part In the singing. In time dancing, 
which wus u natural accompaniment 
to festive song to the early Germans, 
became common around the cradle. 
Eventually the people were allowed to 
rock the cradle with their own hands. 

It wus by appeals like this to the 
homely Instincts of the people that the 
church was able to gain a reul hold 
over them, so thut during the Fif- 
teenth, Sixteenth urnl Seventeenth 
centuries Christianity became a genu- 
inely popular religion In Germany. Dr. 
Andred Tllle, a well-known Christmas 
historian, in an article mi Christinas in 
Germany, makes a statement that is 
most interesting. 

"In the dancing nnd Jubilation 
around the cradle," lie writes, "tlie 
religion of the cross, however much 
It might in Its Inmost character he op- 
posed to the nature of the German 
people . . . was felt no longer as 

something alien. It had become nut- 
urallxud but hud lost In the process 
Its very core. The preparation for a 
life after death vvhirh was Its Alphu 
and Omega, had i assed Into the back- 
ground. It v. u« not Joy ut the prom- 
ised 'redemption* that expressed it- 
self lu the dame around the cradle; 
for the German has never learneu to 
ftrel himself utterly vile and sinful; 
It was Joy at the simple fact that a 
' uman being, a particular human be- 
». In pet-uliur circumstances, wus 
into the world."

O ONE has told us much about 
Jlnf George Washington's Chrlst- 
** mnses. But from the record 
of his life we learn how he spent some 
of his Christmas days. 

It was a very cold Chrlstmastlde In 
1777 at Valley Forge. Snow was on 
the hills. Everything was frozen. And 
Washington's army was In great need 
of food, clothing and shelter. 

Instructions of parties of men to go 
foraging for food are entered In the 
orderly book for that Christmas day 
at Valley Forge, which was anything 
but merry for Washington. 

Still more desperate were the food 
conditions at Morristown, In 1779, 
when Washington reported that hit 
army was on half allowance and near 
starvation. “We have never expe- 
rienced a like extremity at any period 
of the war," declared Washington, 
pleading that food be sent, . - 

There was a welcome Christmas 
present for Washington and his men 
at New Windsor in 1780 when a big 
Christmas wagon came with over 2,009 
shirts and other comforts made by 
Philadelphia women patriots — things 
needed by the men under Washington, 
who were cheerfully suffering all sorts 
of hardship In order that this country 
might be free. The Philadelphia wom- 
en also raised, that year, over 8300,- 

000 in aid of the soldiers. 

The fine old Colonial mansion (the 
Cratgie house) In Cambridge, Mass., 
(now widely known as tha home of 
Henry W. Longfellow), was the place 
where Washington spent hie first 
Christmas as commander of the Rev- 
olutionary army in 177S. Mrs. Wash- 
ington was there with him (as she was 
later at Valley Forge), and there waa 
some pleasure In the midst of tbs 
heavy cares and responsibilities cod 
ried by the great Washington. 

▲ year later Christmas day found 
Washington at the head of bis 2,400 
brave men making his celebrated 
crossing of the Delaware river, nine 
miles above Trenton. The anow and 
sleet were blinding, it is recorded, aad 
the cold was Intense. But hearts 
were brave. 

Wherever he was at Chrlstmastlde, 
Washington was cheered with the 
thought that the cause of the strug- 
gling colonies would surely win. ▲ 
few days before Chrlstrmi6, 1770, he 
wrote to his older brother, Johu Au- 
gustine Washington : “Between you 
and me, our affairs are In a very had 
situation. . . . However, under a 
full persuasion of the Justice of our 
cause, I cannot entertain an Idea that 
It will Anally sink, though it may re- 
main for some time under a cloud." 

Washington must have had some 
very merry Christmases at Mount Ver- 
non. There were no children of bis 
own with whom Washington could 

1 romp. But we can eaally imagine 
the big-hearted general putting on a 
false heard of fuzzy white whiskers 
and slinglDg a pack over his back for 
the delight of the little ones In the 
neighborhood. 

General Washington was truly the 
“Father of His Country,” and we have 
u very good idea of the sort of holiday 
spirit In which he observed the “Blad 
Chrlstmastlde" when our republic was 
In Its Infancy. 

No one In all our bright history aa 
a nation has handed down a more ra- 
diant Christmas message of hope aad 
faith.

SAND KILLS FOREST TREES

In few places la the destruction of 
forests by sand more Impressive than 
among the dunes of Coos hay, In south- 
western Oregon. Approaching the en- 
trance of Coos bay, one sees to the 
south a succession of bold headlands 
covered by forest of fir and spruce, 
and to the north miles of rolling sand 
dunet stretching Inland like a desert, 
with patches of willow end beech 
plants here and there, and In the dis- 
tance clumps of trees and even large 
areas of forests making a last stand 
against ths encroaching dunes. 

The destruction of tbe forests there 
by sifting sands seem all the more 
remarkable when one considers that 
the region Is excessively humid. One 
observer reports that In August and 
Heptemlier, when he was there, not 
one day In five was It dry enough and 
the wind right and strong enough to 
move the sand. When s dry day 
comes, however, end the wind Is 
strong from the west, the sand flows 
at so great a rate that It will cover 
a six-inch log In the lee of s dune in 
less than an hour. 

The sand laden wind makes curious 
etchings on sticks and timber and 
eventually wears away all the wood ex- 
cept the knots. The forests consist 
mainly of Douglas fir, Sitka spruce, 
Port Oxford cedar and western red 
cedar within the ares of the dunes and 
exist now only In patches, almost al- 
ways in depressions, the former level 
of the ground. As the wind builds up 
the advancing crests of the dunes, It 
often hollows behind them and exposes 
the skeletons of a dead forest. When 
the hollows are large, a green, grassy 
meadow, the home of numerous moist, 
sand-loving plants, spring Into being.

A second prophet speaks, and n 
third, each followed by the antlphonal 
bv the choir: "Watchman tell us of 
the Night.” Aagin, darkness. Then 
bursts out a bright light from the 
manger upon the face of the Madonna. 
Kneeling beside the Manger the new 
Spirit of Christianity lights tier torch 
and goes out Into the world to And 
followers of Him who is really the 
Light of the World. 

One by one various groups come 
forward and kneel at the manger In 
consecration and light their lamps at 
the torch of the Spirit of Christianity. 
One of the most effective and touch- 
ing scenes 'was that depicting the 
coming of the children to devote their 
lives to the service of the Saviour. 

The Kindergarten tots were well 
trained and did beautifully. The 
tiniest of them being Arline- Whit- 
marsh, 2*4 years old. As the little 
ones knelt at the manger, they were 
in striking contrast to the three 
ancient prophets standing august

above the altar, with their white 
beards and oriental robhs. 

The lighting effects were spectacu- 
lar and added to the many costumes, 
ancient and modern, Occident and 
orient, in producing the wonderttil 
scenes. The prophets appeared in

The Madonna scene was 
given in blue light with the bright 
white light from the manger.

REV. EBEN TIRRELL 

Rev. Eben Tirrell. for nearly 50 
fears a member of the N«*w England 
Southern Conference, died In his home 
at South Chatham on Dec. 18 at the 
age of 77 years.

In 1872 he marrieu 
Julia A. Harding, daughter of Captain 
A.' Harding of South Chatham, who 
survives him with four sons and twe 
daughters: Ht-nry A., principal of 
Norwich Academy, Conn.; George l. 
of Washington, connected with the 
l\ S. Shipbuilding Corporation; Win- 
tlirop, headmaster if economics, High 
School of Commerce, Boston; Walter 
G., a civil engineer who enlisted in 
the World War and served at the- 
Indian Head proving grounds. 

The funeral was held Wednesday, 
Dec. 21, at South Horwicli, conducted 
by four visiting ministers. A male 
quartet sang. Burial was at South 
Chatham and his four sons were 
the bearers.

Salt and Dampness. 

Salt Is what Is caled "hygrosco- 
pic," that Is, it eagerly absorbs mois- 
ture. In fact, both air and salt are 
absorbents of moisture and it Is a 
contest between them as to which 
gets it. Itesults depend on atmos- 
pherie conditions. Ordinary atmos- 
phere u I ways contains u proportion 
of moisture, aud warm air Is apt to 
be more humid thuu cold, us It uh- 
sorbs and holds water vapor more 
readily than cold uir. Suit has such 
affinity for moisture thut under such 
conditions it draws it from the uir. 
When the air becomes dry. the mois- 
ture is given up by the salt, which in 
turn becomes dry us it returns the 
moisture to the uir. 

Make Funnel From Eggshell. 

When it is desired to till narrow- 
necked bottles and a funnel Is una- 
callable, one cun be Improvised from 
an eggshell. The shell should be qu'te 
dry. and a small opening made at the 
bottom. Stand the shell so that the 
hole Is well over the opening of the 
container to be filled, and proceed 
| as with a regular funnel.

New Year’s “ 
in Egypt 

3 F A group of people were ship- 
wrecked or otherwise cast upon 
their own resources and were to lose 
truck of the date they would have no 
ousy menus of finding it again. Our 
year Is an artificial one, uml so must 
bo made hy careful study in well 
equipped observatories. Without pre- 
cise instruments it would he difficult 
to fix the day when the new year be- 
gins. 

Tho ancient Egyptians experienced 
no such difficulty. Their year, from 
which ours is derived, had a perfectly 
natural beginning. It always com- 
menced on the day when Sirius and 
tho sun rose together. 

The temples of Egypt were really 
observatories, built to face this or that 
star as It rose. They were more or 
loss elaborate, hut all hnil as their 
fundumeutal plun a long narrow pas- 
sage down which the star’s rays came, 
and a dark chamber at the far end 
where the priest made the observa- 
tion and where the imnge was kept. 

■ The beginning of the new yenr was 
un Important event. We can picture 
the scene as the priests, followed by 
the scribes, lawyers, merchants, and 
ii«* ouijma crowd, wind tlielr way up 
to the temple in the first, strenks of 
dawn, nnd take their appointed places. 
As daylight comes on the Interest of 
everyone Is centered on two groups. 

The priests on the roof are strain- 
ing tlielr eyes for the flrst glimpse of 
the coming sun, while those down In 
the durk chamber are watching for 
Sirius. Soldiers are stationed around 
the temple to keep the crowd silent 
and to prevent stragglers from cross- 
ing the patn of the star’s rays In front 
of the temple door at the critical 
moment. 

A shout hursts from those on the 
roof ns the sun tops the horizon. The 
observers lielow watch their water 
clocks carefully now ns tho minutes 
are told off. and strain tlielr eyes at 
the narrow opening where Sirius is to 
shine. In a few moments Sirius Itself 
flashes Into view, and the new yeur 
has begun. 

The Egyptians discovered that the 
year has an extra quarter of a day In 
It. They did It hy noting that on some 
years Sirius und the sun rose almost 
together, while on others there whs an 
appreciable difference In time, und that 
these changes repeated themselves 
every five years. They found the 
length of the year to within 11 minutes 
of Its true value, which was a remnrk- 
uble thing to do with the primitive ap- 
pliances they had at hand. 


NEW YEAR’S THEN AND NOW. 

As long as people can remember, 
there have been New Year parties. 
The old Romuna guve theirs In honor 
of Janus, the two-faced god. One 
face looked bnck at the old, spent 
year, and one face looked forward to 
the new, fresh year. They gave pres- 
ents to him and to each other with 
the hiqie that the new year would he 
good to them. Some of the people who 
lived long ugo waited until the end of 
March to celebrate the New Yeur, 
alnce that was the time that the trees 
and grass began ne.v life.
